In retrospect the U.S. military 
mission to Somalia was a serious 
mistake. It was, first of all, a mistake 
because African civilians suffer 
enough violence as it is, struggling 
every day to live with some dignity

I had been irritated, as had oth- 
ers, that our government seemed ob- 
sessed with the tragedy in white 
Bosnia, while blind to that in black 
Somalia.

Young Black Folks, Giving Back

If we believed the stereotypes 
perpetuated by the mass media, we'd 
think that most young, black adults 
today are selfish, unmotivated, ma- 
terialistic and headed for self-de- 
struction. 

If we take a look at our communi- 
ties, we’re likely to see thata large and 
growing number of young people are 
trying their best to stay in school, 
study hard, stay away from drugs and 
crime, and fulfill their potential. 

Many are also concerned with 
the problems facing their communi- 
ties and committed to working for 
positive change. 

I’ve just come from 


young adultson 
campuses during the school year 
through regional meetings and dur- 
ing the summer through the EBCPTI. 

Founded in 1992 and named in 
honor of Ella Baker, considered by 
many to be the “mother of the Civil 
Rights Movement,” the EBCPTI 
trains young people in all aspects of 
community service and advocacy. 

The organization has its 
headquarters at Ella Baker’s alma 
mater, Shaw University, a histori- 
cally black college in Raleigh, North 
Carolina. 

The young people study 
movement history and context 


(including Henry Hampton’s’ 


award-winning series “Eyes on 
the Prize”), along with economic 


ceremonies of the Ella Baker Child 
Policy Training Institute (EBCPT1), 
where 120 African American college 
students and young adults spent two 
weeks learning leadership and com- 
munity advocacy skills. 

Now, they'll spend the rest of 
the summer working in underprivi- 
leged communities on behalf of chil- 
dren. Building a new generation of 
leadership is a top priority of the Black 
Community Crusade for Children. 

Our Black Student Leadership 
Network (BSLN) recruits and trains

change the world we lived in, we 
sometimes faced discouraging ob- 
stacles. It was people like Ella Baker 
and the other adults in our lives who 
provided the guidance and inspira- 
tion to keep us on track. 

The BSLN and the EBCPTI are 
about intergenerational leadership, 
which allows the young folks to ben- 
efit from the wisdom and experience 
of the elders, who are in turn buoyed 
by the passion and purpose of the 
young folks. 

This is a terrific example of how 
we can work with and inspire each 
other. 

The EBCPTI has grown. In its 
first year, 25 students from across the 
country were trained in community 
service and advocacy and placed in 
six-week internships with commu- 


nizing, y 
and public policy. 
The training often lasts from 


early morning until late at night, and 


the intensity never wavers. 

As I watched the young people, 
exhausted from the process, but ex- 
hilarated and motivated by all they 
had learned and on fire with a sense 
of purpose, I remembered when I 
wasa student in the early days of the 
Civil Rights Movement.

and self-esteem 

Evenings and weekends, the 
graduates work with parents of the 
students and other community lead- 
ers to address issues of concern. 

I’m proud of the young people 
in EBCPTI and those like them 
around the country who remind us 
that they’re committed, caring and 
eager to make a difference. 

I’m inspired by our young 
leaders who are taking the les- 
sons of history and building upon 
them a bridge over today’s 
troubled waters that leads to a 
brighter tomorrow. 

I want to thank and congratu- 
late them for reminding us not to 
be discouraged by the crises 
confronting our communities. 
For the possibilities our young 
leaders representare greater than 
the problems we are facing, and 
give us added faith in the poten- 
tial for change.
